f€nights’ neighbors can’t sleep 


A contingent of people living in the 
neighborhood of the Wilmington 
Knights of Columbus Hall turned out 
Monday night to oppose the granting 
of a club license for the hall. -Basic 
objections were to the noise and traf- 
fic created by the use of the hall. 
Other objections related to its tax- 
free status, to the legality of its 
previous license and to the legality of 
the manner in which the hall was 
built. 

The controversy arose at a hearing 
by the Board of Selectmen for club 
licenses for alcoholic beverages for 
the K of C Hall, the new Sons of Italy 
Hall and the Shriners’ Temple. The 
Sons of Italy Hall on Ballardvale 
Street and the Shriners’ Temple on 
Fordham Road both received their 
licenses without opposition, as they 
are located in industrial areas and 
have no residences nearby. 

All three organizations were 
represented by Attorney Joseph 
Courtney. 

The Knights of Columbus hearing 
was first, with the application under 
the name of 4982 Building Associates. 

Courtney explained that in applying 
for a club license, the K of C sought to 
serve alcoholic beverages to its 
members and their guests. After a 
question as to what was wrong with 
the license the council has now, 
Courtney said that the problem is that 
“We don't have a license."* 

Courtney later explained that the 
Board of Selectmen had voted to grant 
the K of Ca liquor license, but that the

Courtney replied that the children 
were not supposed to be there, that 
legally they were trespassing. 

Another person, though, pointed out 
that the children had permission from 
the pastor to play in the parking lot. 

A woman resident of School Street 
said that the Board of Appeals had 
turned down the variance for the 
building of the hall, but then came 
some noises in the woods, and the hall 
appeared. And after residents were 
told there would be no connection to 
School Street, she said, town trucks 
came and connected School Street to 
the hall. 4 

That connection has since been clos 
ed, requiring all traffic to and from 
the hall to use the entrance through 
the St. Thomas parking lot. 

Former Selectman George Boylen 
said that the situation was not all 
negative. He pointed out that the 
Knights of Columbus carry on many 
charitable activities, including allow- 
ing the elderly to use the hall 

“Where else can you have a dance 
in this town?" he asked. ‘‘I think they 
serve a useful purpose.”” 

Anderson asked if any concern had 
been made for the fact that there are 
schools in the neighborhood 

Chairman Caira then said that what 
bothered him was that he had heard 
no reaction to the complaints of the 
abuttors. 

He inquired about residents’ com- 
plaints to the police, noting that he 
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Voting turned out to be a sticky ex- 
perience Saturday for a good number 
of Wilmington voters. 

‘The use of stickers to write ina can- 
didate jammed two machines im 
precinct 6, causing a backup in that 
portion of the hall. Meanwhile. 
machines for the other five precincts 
sat idle for much of the time, able to 
handle the pace quite: Well 

The selectmen’s race was won by A. 
John Imbimbo and James F. Banda. 
the incumbent. Imbimbo drew 1520 
votes, Banda 1490. Other candidates 
were Bruce MacDonald with 1306. 
George Hooper with 740, and Peter 
Enos with 669. 

The candidate who ran on stickers 
did not do well. Joseph Hartka polled 
537 votes for the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority seat 
Wilson Belbin was elected with 1672 
votes 

Inthe School Committee contest for 
a one-year unexpired term, appointee 
David J. Dingle was ousted by James 
D. Tighe, who had 1295 votes to 
Dingle’s 491. The other candidate. 
John C. Heine, had 1080 votes.

Refunds due from Reading Light 


The Reading Municipal Light, 
which services Wilmington, has 
received a special refund from the 
Boston Edison.

Needless to say, the Reading Light 
Board of Directors are happy that 
they can show another positive exam- 
ple of their continued opposition to 
Boston Edison's increase wholesale 
rates.

$4,271,370 for sewers 


The Town of Wilmington is to 
receive $4,271,370 for sewer construc- 
tion. The award has been made by the 
US Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, for the purpose of supporting 
water pollution control facilities. 

A pumping station, sewer mains and 
varipus facilities are to be paid for 
with this money, all of which are a 
part of Article 16 in the warrant for 
Saturday's Town Meeting. The pro- 
ject is designed to eliminate a poten- 
tial health hazard, in the Silver Lake 
area of Wilmington 

The sewers-are to be connected to 
the present sewer “system in 


Wilmington, via a force main that will 
be laid along the right-of-way of the 
Lowell branch of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, now MBTA property. The 
waste water will be transported to the 
Metropolitan District Commissien 
plant at Deer Island, in Boston Hiar- 
bor. 

The current sewer project. which 
goes to the North Wilmington m@- 
dustrial area, totals about $7 millon. 
Under the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, EPA funds 75% of the 
cost of the project, the state will fund 
another 15% and Wilmington will pay 
the final 10%

Compromise prepared 
on mental health funding 


The problem of town funding for 
mental health agencies has been 
resolved by the Wilmington Board of 
Health 

The board will present a proposal to 
the Town Meeting on Saturday which 
would allow for the funding of three 
agencies. Under the proposal, the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
would receive $5,000. It had requested 
$16,500. The Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service would receive 
$14,500. a cut from last year's ap- 


propriation of $17,020. SHARE would 


retain ‘its $13,500 budget from the 
town 

The problem came up because of a 
change in districting by the 
Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health. which transferred Wilmington 
from the region served by the 
Solomon Mental Health Center of 
Lowell, to the region served by the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
Last year, Wilmington budgeted $2 
500 for Solomon 

With or without town funding 
though, Mystic Valley is obligated to 
provide mental health services for 
Wilmington residents. The requested 
$16,500 would have established an of- 
fice of Mystic Valley in Wilmington 
It is expected that the reduced budget 
will allow for some sort of office 
facility, possibly shared with another 
agency 

The total appropriation asked for 
under mental health services is $33,- 


000, a figure that is $20 lower than last 
year. Other mental health services 
are funded under the school depart- 
ment budget 

In its recommendations to the Town 
Meeting. the Wilmington Fimance 
Committee zeroed the budget ap- 
propriation for mental health ser- 
vices. asking for clarification on the 
subject.. With three agericies seeking 
funds, it was not clear whether all 
three should be carried. and whether 
there was any overlapping of ser- 
vices 

In its examination of the problem. 
the Board of Health found that a did 
not want to discontinue the services of 
either Wilmington Family Counseling 
or SHARE. but it did want to show 
support for Mystic Valley 

As budget deadlines approached 
the Board of Health and the Finance 
Committee found themselves with m- 
sufficient information to arrive at 2 
decision

The old volcano 


Two articles in he warrant 
for the annual Wilmington 
trwn meeting, Articles at and 
22, propose to put water lines 
to the top of Cook's Hill, which 
is off Main Street, anc near 
the Woburn tine. 

‘The hill is an old volcanc 
‘The materia‘ in the mountain, 
for such I: onc? was, is schist, 
granite and basalt - a very 
hard rock. Some call it 
Strap." 

In the spring ot tne year, 
while there is still -vater on 
the ground, the “throat” of 
the old volcano may be seen. 
It is on top, the southerly side, 

pnot too far distant from the 

‘ruins of the “old Greek 
church" wh.ch overlooks the 
southerly cliff. 

Over half a century ago 

there was a small pend, where 
Route 38 is now, in font of the 
Mel Southmayd garage. That 
wes Squaw Pond, and it 
played a part in the history of 
the community 

Benjamin Harnden, 
probably in his 3ist year, had 
the misfortune to kill an In- 
dian squaw, who was lying 
drunk in the road by that pond 
about 1703, It was at night. 
Benjamin was returning from 
‘atrip to Woburn. Whether the 

quaw was killed by the 
horses, or just how is not 
known.

Canadian Indians descended

{and killed members of the 
family. John was not at home 
{that night, and it is to be 
remarked that the Indians 
were attacking the wrong 
home. The massacre has even 
since been called the Harnden 
Massacre, and until the pond 
was filled in, in 1927, it was 
Squaw Pond 
* ‘Squaw Pond was filled in as 
‘@ part of the relocation of 
Main Street. Main Street had 
run around the hill, in a big 
curve. In 1927 a Nevada firm 
had the contract to cut 
through the hill, and fill the 
pond. The contract came 
from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Department 
of Public Works, 
“That Nevada firm went 
bankrupt, and never finished 


And that’s one of the in- 
teresting things about Cook's 
Hil 

The drills that the Nevada 
firm was using just would not 
go through that rock combina- 
eion 

If the passerby will inspect 
the rock, in that cut near the 
real estate office of Marion 
Murphy, he will see, in layers, 
the original schist, the granite 
and the basalt ‘of the old 
volcano. 

When the employees of that 
Nevada firm attempted to 
drill into the basalt the drills 
bent and turned, and went into 
the softer granite and schist. 
There was no drilling through 
that rock, and the firm 
declared bankruptcy after a 
while. ‘The state had to com: 
plete the job, and fill in Squaw 
Pond 

Cook's Hill was a part of the 
old Cook farm of Civil War 
days. The family lived in a 
farmhouse at the corner of 
Eames Street, and although 
they are forgotten, the name 
lingers on 

About the time of the 
Spanish American War 
speculators bought up much of 
the old Cook farm, the hill in- 
cluded. It was land that lay at 
the end of the street car line 
from Boston. The entire area 
was cut up into small house 
lots, 35 feet by 70 feet, and all 
sold on a $5 down and pay 
when you can basis 

Where Stephan Chemical is 
now, where Jewel Drive is, 
and other land was all a part 
of that speculation. People 
bought land and then 
defaulted or didn’t pay taxes, 
and the land was taken by the 
town. In half a century 
ownership of that property 
became quite a mess. Some 
of the ownership was cleared 
up, by the town, to provide the 
property where Stephan is to- 
day. The Wilmington 
ReDevelopment Authority, in- 
structed by the Town Meeting 
is clearing up some more 
The land on Cook Hill 
remains untouched by those 
efforts, but some of the 
property is cleared up, title- 
wise. As many as half a dozen 
families have been living up 
there on the old volcano, from 
time to time. Their principal 
difficulty is the lack of water 
‘There are some wells, they do 
not provide much water. 

On the southeastern edge. 
where there is a cliff, a Greek 
bought land, back about 1900, 
and started to erect a church 
He worked all by himself, lay- 
ing stones, doing carpenter 
work. He never finished his 
task, but he did put’a lot of 
work into his project. The 
ruins can still be seen.

Down below the church, if 
such it may be called, on the 
edge of the pond, and facing 
the old Andover Road there 
was, in the early 1920's a 
small store run by a man nam- 
ed Jack Howard. Howard ran 
a store, but it really was a 
bootlegging joint. He kept his 
supply of liquor up on the hill, 
maybe hidden in the old Greek 
Church, maybe in somebody's 
home. No one really knew, 
other than Jack. 

If there was a raid, and 
there were, there was never 
any liquor in Jack's store. If 
someone really wanted a 
quart, Jack could go out the 
back door, skirt the pond, 
climb up the hill, and return in 
a few minutes with some 
Good Old Rotgut. It was that 
simple. 

Back about 1920 a man nam- 
ed Charles Riley bought the 
‘old farm house that stood 
where Joseph App lives today 
across from Eames Street. It 
was the old Dean farm, rang- 
ing back probably to Colonial 
Days 

Charlie didn’t have much 
money, but he was willing to 
work. He became the town 
dog catcher, and woe to any 
dog that wasn't legally licens- 
ed. He became a Special 
Policeman, serving under old 
Chief Walter Hill 

Charlie was interested in 
the 50 cents an hour that he 
could earn while doing duty as 
a special policeman 

Pretty soon he began to 
haunt Jack Howard's store 
Jack didn't like it, in uniform 
or not, Charlie wasn't 
welcome. It wasn't good for 
business. 

Somehow Jack got Charlie 
out. So a new tactic was put 
into use 

Every day Charlie would 
drive his Model T Ford down 
Main Street, and park in front 
of Jack's place of business 
He would be in full uniform - 
choke collar and all. Charlie 
had with him each day the 
latest copy of the Boston Post, 
and he would sit all day, look- 
ing at the paper, across the 
street from Jack's store, and 
watching the front door like a 
cat watches a mousehole 

Whether or not Charlie ever 
made an arrest is not known, 
but it was one of the jokes of 
the day. Everyone knew 
where Charlie Riley spent his 
days - when he wasn't out 
chasing puppy dogs. 

When World War II ended 
there suddenly was a lot of 
home building in Wilmington. 
There were demands for new 
water mains. 

About 1967, maybe a year 
earlier, the town meeting saw 
a lot of people from a lot of 
streets band together, to vote 
water mains. Everyone voted 
for each other. The money 
voted went over $100 thou- 
sand, and still kept on clim- 
bing - a tremendous sum for 
those days. 

Alarmed, the Finance Com- 
mittee succeeded in getting a 
recess, and then proposed to 
the town that a quota be es- 
tablished for each year, with a 
committee to make 
recommendations. The town 
voted, and that was the start 
of the Water Extensions Com- 
mittee, 

‘That committee established 
a formula, proposed by the 
late Dr. Gaius Harmon. The 
streets were assessed on how

It was then, 1954 or 1955 or 
thereabouts, that the Better- 
ment Plan was voted. The 
chairman of, the committee, 
that year, told the Town 
Meeting that the time to do 
this was NOW, and that's 
what the town meéting voted 
Every water main, since then, 
has been either (1) installed 
by a developer and (2) laid un- 
der the Betterment Plan

Let’s improve WHS roundball

This past week I received a letter that offers some 
constructive criticism and good suggestions aimed at 
improving Wilmington High School basketball 
The letter follows 


Dear Sir 

I have watched basketball games being played by 
Wilmington High School since 1946. The very first 
game that I saw was on in which “Squid” Carroll of 
Tewksbury stuffed an inept Wilmington team; the last 
game I watched was when Sean Elmore of Billerica 
stuffed another inept Wilmington team (comprised of 
eight players, two with shirts on backward) - 
therefore, in 30 years of basketball at Wilmington High 
School nothing has changed (12 wins and 75 losses in 
the past few years) - it must be very difficult for the 
parents of our High School players and the players 
themselves to live with this losing atmosphere. es- 
pecia!!v our talented boys. 

This atmosphere in which basketball is played in 
Wilmington was Initiated in 1914 when an inadequate 
gym was built in the.then new High School. This gym 
and attitude continued for 40 years until a new gym 
was built, but the losing attitude still continues. The 
present recreation basketball program is not meeting 
the needs of our children or the High School team in a 
competitive manner or as a developmental area. As I 
have heard it stated, the Recreation Department is 
merely providing a service and not an instructional 
program, but with paid officials it should be a program 
that produces beneficial rewards. Besides the paid of- 
ficials, there seems-to be a great deal of money being 
spent by the Recreation Department in maintaining 
the basketball program; this fact also should bear 
rewards, but it does not. Therefore, a change is need- 
ed to instill a winning attitude in our basketball 
program 

In the intermediate and elementary schools, there is 
litue or no competitive basketball and no flourishing 
intramural program. The North and West 
Intermediates do play against each other-one night 
during the school year; this night of games generally 
shows that the North is hardly competitive and that 
the West comes to the games ready to play. The 
recently proposed new basketball program for the in- 
termediate schools will not introduce any developmen- 
tal attitude in the program. There would hardly be 
enough time in a normal school day for participation of 
all the children in these grade levels. It would only

In the Wilmington Rec Program the kids could use 
some instruction before, during and after the games. 
The Wilmington boys too often end up running around 
with their heads cut off - through no fault of their own. 
When a young ballplayer travels, makes a bad pass, or 
takes a shot out of his range - he should be taken aside 
and instructed as to what is bad basketball - and what 
characteristics grace a smart ball player. The 
Tewksbury Rec program has a good piece of equip- 
ment in a portable basket that cuts down the height of 
the basket. It is not realistic to ask eight to 12 year old 
boys to shoot at a basket 10 feet high. This only results 
in what look like forced shots, awkward form, and 
frustration for the kids. 

The Wilmington Program definitely needs a revam- 
ping and having kids receive instruction at the Rec 
level is a good way to start. With patience and hard 
work the roundball program might be able to get out 
from under the shadow of the WHS football team. 


The final word 

Dr, Robert Leach, director of orthopedics at Boston 
University and a medical consultant with the Boston 
Celtics, had some interesting comments to make on 
WBZ's “Calling All Sports.”” 

He discussed the problem of “psychic injuries" that 
occur when fathers put pressure on their sons to be 
great athletes. These fathers have a life-long desire to 
be great athletes - and when their aspirations are cut 
short they turn to their sons for the fulfillment of a 
dream 

The “psychic injury" occurs when the child is forced 
to compete at a young age for the sole purpose of win- 
ning. Leach explained “‘the loser at a young age tends 
to give up because he always lost. The winner gets. 
into an elitist group, but when the competition gets too 
severe and the winner begins to lose - he has 
problems."’ That “problem'’ to’ the winner is that he 
has not experienced the feeling of losing to a high 
degree 

His advice to parents; “‘let them (the kids) play for 
them and-not for us. Simple advice. Now if people 
would take it heed we'd have fewer athletes with head 
cases. 

I also agree with Leach that there stiould be more 
emphasis placed on sports that end when you get out of 
high school and college. This means ms of 
bicycling, tennis, etc. When a college football player 
stops playing football - he should have other athletic 
options - I mean where can you find a pickup tackle 
football game where equipment is being used”

Wilmington's annual town meeting 
resumes next Saturday at 1:30 p.m. A 
last minute attempt to name Monday 
night was gréeted with a storm of No 
No by the voters, who then voted for a 
motion for Saturday afternoon, by 
Madelyn McKie. The session last 
Saturday was completed at the end of 
Article 18 - the Three Dog Article as it 
was named by this paper 

Next Saturday's meeting begins 
with an article proposing a bylaw for 
control of dogs. The last session 
followed almost exactly the order of 
the articles as laid out in the Fincom 
warrant. Motions to advance articles 
were firmly resisted 

A major part of the increase in tax- 
es as voted was due to the change in 
the Cherry Sheet, so called, which an- 
nually arrives from the State Depart- 
ment of Corporations and Taxation. 
Wilmington is to receive much less 
money from the state this year - $639,- 
667.45 less. This means an increase of 
$4.26 in the tax rate. 

The present tax rate (FY 1977) is 
$68.40, and Dick Duggan, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, told the 
meeting that if their recommen- 
dations were followed the tax rate for 
FY 1978 would be $71.74 

Danny Gillis fight 

‘The town meeting was largely, but 
not entirely dominated by town 
employees. The first fight was at 2:21 
p.m. when selectman Danny Gillis 
moved to cut the town manager's 
salary to $25,000. 

Gillis said he had made a point of 
this, in newspapers and in fliers that 
he had had:delivered into mailboxes 
during the past week by an individual 

In five years, he said, he had never 
promised a tax cut, but his apprehen- 
sions had grown. He hoped to start a 
trend in “the other direction” - ‘‘good 
hard nosed business."’ 

Gillis attacked the having of an 
assistant town manager for two years 
- “it did no good" and now, this year, 
there was added a negotiator at $10,- 
500 a year. ‘The town manager was 
raised $2100 a few weeks ago - I voted 
against it - so did Caira.” 

He compared the salary of the town 
manager with salaries of executive 
secretaries and others in nearby 
towns. 

The first reply was from Selectman 
Jim Miceli, who told the town meeting 
“I think this is personal." Miceli 
pointed out that the chief of police 
received $31,269 and the chief of the 
fire department $31,269. There were 
two criteria he declared, one being 
performance, and the other being 
comparative salaries for other per- 
sonnel. 

There were several speakers in 
favor of cutting, Ann MacInnis and 
Judy Simmons. Then George Boylen 
took the floor to declare '‘This is the 
money game. Take a town employee 
and stand him up before the town, and 
ridicule him." * 

The principal of the school, Boylen 
said, gets $25 thousand. “I am damn 
proud of Wilmington - he (the town 
manager) has done a good job.”” 

John Graney was another who 
spoke. Every year, he said, the town 
manager salary goes up, and now 
there is an assistant, and a negotiator. 

“I back Mr. Gillis.” 


Selectman Banda agreed with the 
Finance Cammittee. who had ap- 
proved of the satery.
